pencies in the evidence for ths prosecution, and yet he accepts that 

evidence as trustworthy and bases upon it a sentence of six weeks’ rigorous 

imprisonment and a fine of Re. 80 against the accused Nabin Chandra 

Deb. He has also disregarded the evidence for the defence, and assigned 

_ fanciful reasons for his conviction of the accused. It-seems clear that the 

higher authorities’ had from the first influenced his: mind against the 

accused, and that his taking of the evidence of witnesses was a mere matter 
of form gone through simply because the law requires its taking. 

Mr. Mesurier says in his judgment that the practice of impressing 
coolies for transport “is a usual and recognised one,’ and he does not 
therefore think that the police did anything very wrong by endeavouring tw 
impress a coolie for transport. Forced impressment of coolies for transport 
is not authorised by the law of the country, and yet this very wise and 
learned Magistrate would justify it on the ground that the practice of 
impressing coolies for transport “is a usual and recognised” practice! 
Does not this amount to disregarding the law and the morality which 
Government itself respects? And ought such an expression of opinion 
to come from any judicial bench under the British Government? That 
expression of opinion ought to be effaced from the records of Government, 
or a stain will attach to English rule. | 

Mr. Mesurier also holds the extraordinary view that if a Government 
officer, acting under orders, exceeds the powers granted to him, he does 
nothing wrong and he is protected by section 99 of the Penal Code. Is 
this English rule such a savage rule that under it anybody may issue any 
orders he likes and anybody may be forced to do any work under the 
colour of such orders? If this be lawful, surely the subject cannot be 
considered bound to respect such law. | isn 

The Magistrate argues that the accused did not object to the coolie 
being forcibly deprived of his liberty: he only objected to his impressment 
on the ground of his being a private servant. The papers of the case will 
show that this was not so; that the accused not only objected to the 
impressment as such, but also objected on the ground that the coolie 182 
private servant. But supposing the accused did not object to impressment 
as such, would Mr. Mesurier himself condone the police because the 
accused happened not to oppose impressment as impressment? Would 
Mr. Mesurier himself attach no value to personal liberty? Surely 
Mr. Mesurier’s decision is @ most extraordinary. one. 

It is lastly stated that after the presentation of an appeal by the 
accused, the Deputy Commissioner was requested to release him on bail 
but the Deputy Commissioner refused bail. Has not the Deputy Oom- 
missioner done a very wrong thing by refusing bail to a respectable man! 
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
